In Tunnel 
Kills Man 


BOSTON BAR (GP) — 
One man died and two other 
men were trapped for six 
hours in the shattered 
wreckage of a diesel engine 
after two runaway locomo- 
tives smashed head-on Fri- 
day night into a freight 
train inside a tunnel in the 
~ Fraser. Canyon. 

Killed was fireman D. J. Law- 
son, 37, of Richmond. Rescued 
from the wreckage were engin 
eer J. H. Brown, 47, of Vancou- 
ver, and trainman A. S. Hicks, 
45, of New Westminster. 

The men were pinned in the 
demolished diesel when two lo- 


comotives coupled together 


rolled down an 8%%4-mile incline 
and collided with a 95-unit Ca- 
nadian National Railways 
freight train inside the 470-foot 
tunnel. 

Rescuers worked frantically 
for more than six hours with 
bars and hacksaw’ to free the 
men from the twisted steel in 
the dark, debris-ittered’ tunnel. 


TREAT VICTIMS 


Two. doctors arrived. from , 
Hope, 40 miles away, within an 
hour of the crash. They admin-~ 


istered what medical attention 


they could to the injured men, 
but were unable to provide bed- 
ly-needed blood plasma to the 
victims. 

The two survivors, returned 

by train to. Boston Bar, were 
taken to-Hope by ambulance. 
Hospital _ authorities. .in Hope 
were unable to say immediately 
what their injuries were. 
__ CNR officials were unable to 
explain how the two unmanned 
locomotives got out of the Bos- 
ton Bar train yards, rolling into 
the-path of the eastbound 
freight, along ‘the main line. 

“We just don’t know,” said a 
CNR spokesman. ‘‘At the mo- 
ment it's a- complete mystery— 
those two diesel units shouldn't 
have been moving. We don't 
know how it happened.”

Bodies 

Hunted 

In River 

POINT PLEASANT, W. 
Va. (AP)—Rescue officials 
here feared the death toll 
would go as high as 50 
today after Friday night’s 
collapse of a suspension 
bridge jammed with Christ- 
mas shoppers and rush-hour 
traffic. 


Eight bodies have been 
recovered. Reports by rela- 
tives indicate up to 45 per- 
sons Were missing. 

Police estimated 40 to 50 
vehicles tumbled into water 
up to 70 feet deep and sank 
out of sight. The remainder 
were hurled onto banks of 
the stream and in some in- 
stances, crushed by heavy 
steel girders. 

The 1,750-foot span linking 
Point Pleasant and Kanauga, 
Ohio, gave way under the 
combined weight of bumper-to- 
bumper traffic. Police said 
some of the vehicles were heavy 
tractor-trailer trucks. 


DIVERS JOIN SEARCH

West Virginia officials pointed 
out the irony of the isaster. 
Monday, a new span 60.miles to 
the north, between Williams- 
burg, W.Va., and Marietta, 
Ohio, was scheduled to open to 
relieve the heavy traffic over 
the Silver Bridge. 

Eyewitnesses said it took only 
-10 seconds from the first crack 
until, in the words of policeman 
David Profit, “the whole 
damned. thing” was in the river. 

“The bridge just caved in. . . 
There isn't any more bridge,” 
Profit said. 

An «Ohio ‘highway patrol 
spokesman said the current was 
“very, very swift.”

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An Answer Needed Now 


PRESSING PROBLEM OF 
welfare patients in local private 
hospitals for chronic care has been 
approaching a critical point for some 
months. Now a number of institu- 


tions are attempting to bring the 


matter to a head. The situation is 
complicated but not beyond solu- 
tion. 

Under present a: the 
province pays the city $230 per 
month for each welfare patient re- 
ceiving private hospital care, and 
this is passed on to the institutions 
concerned. The sum, incidentally, 
was raised from $215 last spring. The 
hospitals assert, however, and have 
done so for many months, that they 
cannot operate adequately on less 
revenue than is provided by a pay- 
ment of $270 a patient, and they 
have been billing’the city according- 
ly.. The balance has remained un- 
paid and court action is threatened. 

There is here a combination of 
rising costs and a bed shortage which 
accentuates the condition. An esti- 
mated 175 persons are in need of 
chronic care hospital beds in this 
area, with little prospect of obtain- 
ing accommodation at a price they 
can pay—or at any price. A number 
of patients who should be in nursing 
homes are occupying beds in acute- 
care hospitals at rates of about $900° 
per month, at once creating a prob- 
lem for these hard-pressed institu- 
tions and an undue charge on the 
public. 

Clearly the problem to be faced, 
granted that elderly and indigent 
persons requiring nursing care and 
supervision are a permanent element 
in our population, is the provision of. 
low-cost. accommodation in which 
adequate nursing service, food and 
comfort can be provided. In this era 
of universal old-age pensions, acute 
hospital. insurance, medicare sys- 
tems and similar advance provision

It is not realistic to rail against 
the government and demand funds 
ad infinitum for every state welfare 
proposal that arises. There must be 
control of such expenditures ‘and 
proper protection of the public purse. 
But the fact is that the present situa- 
tion has ground to a halt. People 
need care, they cannot pay for it, 
they cannot be allowed to die on the 
street.. We are faced with an un- 
avoidable cost of our present civili- 
zation which could be met through 
incorporation of chronic care hos- 
pitals into the general hospital pre- 
paid insurance system. 

There may be better solutions. 
But one thing is clear. The question 

can no longer be denied or evaded. 
Mr. Campbell. who has done well 
in originating a number. of eminent- 
ly workable ideas in the municipal 
and regional field, should quickly 
accept this challenge and come up 
with relief for local administrations 
as well as for the hundreds. of per- 
sons who now are placed in an 
intolerable position of anxiety and 
despair.

A Proposal to Curb Vietnam War Expansion 


NITED Nations’ consideration of the 
Vietnam war would be little more 
than the burning of incense if the real 
pe ril—expansion of 
the war into a much 
bigger conflict—were 
not to be dealt with. 
The Communists 
never cease demand- 
ing an end to Ameri- 
can bombing of 
North Vietnam. They 
imply, or sdy, that the 
war should be con- 
g tained within the 
Frye geographical boun- 
“daries of South Vietnam. But the enemy 
operates outside those boundaries. Quite 
apart from the movement of supplies 
through Laos and Cambodia, enemy 
forces regroup and mount attacks from 
sanctuaries within Cambodia and from 
areas of North Vietnam im and above the 
“demilitarized” zone. 
Either the war is to be confined to 


reviving proposals for mobile, indepen- 
dent inspection teams to patrol the 
Cambodian frontier — an International 
Control Commission (ICC), that is, with 
the kind of, power it was originally 
intended to have. 

Experience has shown that neither the 
Communists nor Prince Norodom Siha~ 
nouk ot Cambodia will readily agree to 
an effective border patrol. There would 
have te be some formidable arm-twisting 
before anything of that nature became 


possible. 


Form of Pressure 


This is where the ‘UN could come in. 
UN debate and action can be a form of 
political pressure. 

If the American case were to be 
stated persuasively enough, a fair amount 
of support might- be generated dn, the 
Security Council for “measures to keep 
the war effectively localized. 


It is at least possible that Sihanouk 
would be willing to have his arm twisted 
on this issue, He does not dare take any 
spontaneous action which offends the 
Reds or inhibits their’ freedom of action; 
but he might be willing to be pressured 
into doing so. 


Enhanced Security 


It, would, after all, enhance both the 
security of his country and his own 
domestic political position. He has, of late, 
shown some awareness that both objec- 
tives are imperilled by Communist 
action. 

Tf Communist operations are to be 
restricted to South Vietnam, however, 
American operations clearly will also 
have to be limited to that area. As a 
practical matter, no UN pressure could 
be generated if it applied to one side 
alone. 

This would mean an end to the 


South Vietnam, or it is not. It is not_ 


reasonable for one side to operate in a 


wide ‘geographical sphere while seeking - 


to restrict the other's range of 
operations. 

The Cambodian sanctuary is fast 
tecoming intolerable for allied com- 
manders im Saigon. If the Viet Cong 
cominue to use it to assault such 
positions as Dakto and Locninh, there will 
be immense, and probably irresistible, 
pressure to move in-and wipe it out. 


Political Restraints 


The Soviet Union sought, this past 
week, to strengthen the political 
restraints which thus far have inhibited 
such an action. 

A statement by the official Tass news _ 

agency said Amierican ‘‘attempts to” 

cause further aggravation of the situa- 
tion in Southeast Asia’ would be 
“strongly rebuffed’ and the United 
States would’ ‘naturally bear the com- 
plete responsibility for the consequences 
of its actions.”

If you walk around the trails at 
Francis Park you can see how nature 
through its storms ‘prunes the trees.” 

The forest floor is a carpet of fallen 
branches and small limbs. Examine 
some of these carefully and you will be 
able to tell those that came from the 
tops and from the spreading branches. 

The twigs from the crowns will show 
the needles closer together and in most 
cases they will be turned upwards; in 
some cases they will be darker in color 
and thicker in texture. 

Examine the small branches and you 
will see the many kinds of lichens 
growing on them. These often unnoticed 
little plants are exciting and very 
beautitul. It is during the rainy season 
that they develop. 

If you stand upon some knoll and look 
around on the forest floor, the dark 
green of the fallen branches makes quite 


a contrast in the landscape. 

Up behind the cabin an “old timer” 
has been uprooted. Perhaps this-tree is, 
several hundred years old. When it fell it 
apparently went against the direction of 
the wind. 

The tree was growing in a rock 
crevice and as it went down it lifted 
huge rocks, some weighing several 
hundred pounds. The root system stands 
about ten feet tall and one can examine 
the cumplex rnake-up and the shallow- 
ness of the Douglas fir root pattern. 

Sec how the minute hairtike roots 
spread between the cracks in the rock 
and how the ‘old holdfast heavy roots 
anchured the tree to the ground. 

Nute how the limbs reach out in all 
directions, seeking the sun. Look at some 
that are broken.

ISTORIANS. in the long aftertime 

will judge Lester Bowles Pearson 
but their judgment will not necessarily be 
accurate. As Napoleon said, —— is no 
more than lies accep- 
ted by everyone for 
lack of the truth, In 
Pearson's case the 
truth is especially 
hard. to fathom. To 
judge him we must 


and already has im- 
printed on the na-, 
tion's mind an absurd caricature which 
will remain after he bas gone. Moreover, 
in the feverish nature of these times the 
changing facts of his career ‘have 
outraced the nation’s eye. 

Besides, the actor who will soon leave 
the stage was never able to make full 
contact with his audience. He spoke his 
lines, and frequently wrote them in his 
own unmistakable style but his real 
meanings and ultimate intentions were 
known only to himself. - 


Bold Reach 


Now,: like all prime ministers he 
abandons his lifework unfinished, scarce 
half made up. But as with all men what 
matters is the reach, not the grasp and 
most Canadians will agree that Pear- 
son’s reach was bold by any reckoning. 
In certain areas his. grasp, too, was 
intuitive and sure. In others it was 
clumsy and disastrous, mainly because 
could gauge the motions of politics 
with uneanny precision while often 
grossly misjudging men as they mis- 
judged, him.

Having observed him rather closely 
for three decades and witnessed some 
curious incidents not yet published, I 
would guess that he is the most famous 
and least understood Canadian of our 
era.

He could 
take a brief from’ the experts, rapidly 
learn the figures and appear to be 
master of any technical question but his 
heart was elsewhere, 

There can be no doubt about his 
sincerity and genuine tompassion in 
seeking a richer life for the ordinary 
Canadian, to be seen in his vast and 
costly expansion of the welfare state. As 
a poor boy who had made good he knew 
more of poverty than his predecessors 
but in relieving it he exaggerated the 
nation’s immediate means and stretched 
them to the present breaking point. This 
was tts greatest failure, to be set beside 
his ripe harvest of success.

Major Decision Facing 
Bi and Bi Commission

OTTAWA—The Dunton-Laurendeau co m- 
mission, which came out well in public and 
political reaction to its proposal for official 
bilingualism throughout the country, is now 
facing a major decision. 

The commissioners must make up. their 
collective mind on whether to call it oe | after 
publication of the three 
remaining volumes to 
which they have set their 
hands, or whether to go 
further and blueprint their 
views on a new political 
relationship between 
French-Canadians and~ the 
English - speaking majority. 

The three volumes still 
to come, two partly written 
and one unstarted yet, will 
deal with education, the ‘aring 
working world, and minor ethnic groups, all in 
the context of bilingualism and biculturalism. 
What is in question is whether to add a fifth 
volume that would get at the political and 
economic power and muscle issues that are the 
guts of the French-English division. 

~*~ + * 

The commission's terms of reference 
ordered the group ‘!to inquire into and report 
upon the existing state of bilingualism and 
biculturalism in Canada and to recommend 
what steps should be taken to develop the 
Canadian Confederation on the basis of an 
equal partnership between the two founding 
races, taking into account the contribution 
made by the other ethnic groups,” etc., etc. 

It seems to me that, read in context, the 
“equal partnership’’ reference is related 
directly and exclusively to the question of 
bilingualism and biculturalism. But in their 
report issued last week there is evidence that 
the commissioners interpret “equal partner- 


ship” in a much broader sense by separating it 
from the B and B context. 

They never quite come out and propose that 
five million French-speaking Canadians should 
have as much political power and weight in 
Confederation as 15 million English-speaking 
Canadians. But when one tries to understand 
just what the commissioners mean in parts of 
their report, one is left with a very strong 
impression that all they need is a little 
encouragement to go for broke. 

a. We 

The proposition that one French-Canadian 
should be worth three English-speaking citizens 
in the political scheme of things is automati- 
cally repugnant to 15 million of us. Yet this is 
the kind of ‘‘equality’’ for which some French- 
Canadian leaders—for example, Forestry Min- 
ister Sauve—are pressing, : 

Essentially it means acceptance of the 
proposition that Canada consists of two 
political entities disparate in size but co-equal 
in: political muscle in the conduct of national 
affairs. 

The commissioners circle around the thesis 
as if mesmerized by it. “Our mandate 
postulates an ‘equal partnership’ (that) 
takes priority over all historical and legal 
considerations ... It will be for Canadians to 
decide, mainly through their political parties 
and through their governments, whether to 
accept or reject the principle of equality. Our 
task is ... to propose a set of measures-or a 
pattern which would make this equality 
possible,”’ the report said. 

“We can see what profound changes in. 
attitude will be necessary if the principle of 
equal partnership is accepted,” they added. 

The commission seems to be asking for 
encouragement from the public, the press and 
the politicians to go ahead and blueprint a two

Maybe the Shift Is Part

This business 
of providing more and more schools at higher 
and higher cost is getting a little tough on the

“Look at it this way,”’ he said, ‘we've 
never really ‘tried. to make the shift system 
work in any but a stop-gap way.

Wiesenthal said in West Ber- 
lin, was a network of German 
villages and settlements. In 
these villages are . posted 
Bormann’s ‘“‘gorillas,"’ s en- 
tries equipped with radio to 
réport at once the approach of 
a stranger. 

The difficulties of arranging 
arrest through the local 
authorities were almost in- 
superable.

Anti-Matter Theory Disputed 


LONDON—Research by 
three Dutch physicists, pub- 
lished in Britain’s science 
review, Nature, casts doubt 
on a recent theory that a body 
of anti-matter intruded into 
the earth's atmosphere 59 
years ago. 

The proposition was put 
forward two years ago by 
Prof. Willard F. Libby as a 
possible explanation of the 
nature of the Tunguska 
meteor that appeared over. 
Siberia June 30, 1908, and 
produced one of the most 
spectacular explosions in 
recorded history. 

It devastated hundreds of 
square miles of forest and 
produced a cloud of dust that 
circled the earth, enhancing 
the luminosity of the night but 
decreasing the light by day. 
Amazingly, however, it left no 
crater, although one like the 
famous Winslow, Ariz., pit 
would have been expected. 

Throughout the years, the 
most common explanation to 
account for the absence of a 
crater was that the explosion 
was caused by a _ comet, 
comprised of gas and dust, 
that disintegrated in the 
earth's atmosphere. 

But Libby, Nobel Prize 
winner in chemistry and foun- 
der of Carbon-14 dating, sug- 
gested in Nature that a tiny 
lump of stone, perhaps not 
more than two or three inches 
in diameter, but comprised of 
atoms of anti-matter, was the 
intruder.

Dallas Selman, another 
prize winner, has in ‘Filter 
Menthol” a large Op painting 
in acrylics. It has cigarette 
package colors with stripes like 
peppermint toothpaste on road 
signs. It leads to the same 
conclusion as Burrows’ stzirs. 

Ian Wallace, in ‘‘Remote"’ 
has perhaps the most interest- 
ing work in this. show. This is 
really saying something in 
this kind of a show. It has 16 
precise bars of gray sepa- 
rated by Mondrian stripes of 
black, set in a white —_ 
against a black background. I 
is only relieved by ae 
crumbly little touches of white 
that look accidental around 
some of the gray bars. It has 
a human imperfection that is 
refreshing. The others look 
machine-made. 

A joint effort of Glenn Lewis 
and Michael Morris is their 
assemblage in a plastic box 
called: ‘‘For Joseph Cornell.”

\WASHINGTON — In the 
begimming was monopoly, And 
for years the big game world 
was locked. into the boundar- 
jes of Atlantic City; to move 
around the board to the upper 
reaches of Boardwalk (two 
thousand dollars hoteled) was 
the pursuit of millions trying 
to forget the raid outside. 

The game’s appeal was 
simple: it satisfied greed, was 
a drain-pipe for hostility and 
gave, for a few heady hours, 
an illusion of ruthlessness and 
courage. 

You couki foreclose your 
wife’s mortgage, you could 
gamble all on two red hotels 
guarding those pillars of her- 
cules, Park Place and Board- 
walk. : ; 

Rewards were sudden and 
immense: utter bankruptcy 
was as near as a_ single 
unlucky rol of the dice. The 
money was crisp and looked 
like money should: pink and 
washed-out white for small 
ehange; dark and imposing 
‘for big stuff. 

MAKE MONEY 

It was only natural that new 
games seeking popularity 
would stay close within the 
limits staked out ‘by Mono- 
poly: you play to make 
money, you win by making 
more than anyone else. 

Like Acquire, for example. 
Its makers, Minnesota Mining 
& Manufacturing Co. call it 
“high adventure in the world 
of high finance.” 

Like Monopoly, it is. based 
on the accumulation of prop- 
erties that border one an- 
other with the view to building 
hotel chains on them. Unlike 
Monopoly, and untike life, you 
can’t lcse by buying and luck 
has little to do with the 
outcome. 

ONE IS RICHER 

At the end of the game 
everyone is rich and some one 
is the richest. 

High-bid is an auction game 
played by two to four people. 
Like Monopoly and Acquire, it 
is based on the accumulation 
of all the properties within 
certain classifications: ‘bogks, 
jewelry, tapestries, silver; a 
splendid game, its chief char- 
acteristic is the importance of 
bluffing. Cards representing 
singie items within various 
classifications are dealt out at 
the begining. 

Scrabble has been around 
for a while and is the most 
popular of word games, satis- 
fying everyone’s urge to fill 
empty spaces, show off a good 
vocabulary of unknown words 
and beat . everyone else’s 
brains in. 


MUST RESPOND 

Selchow & Righter have 
gilded scrabble's lily with a 
nasty little enterprise called 
RSVP. (The name simply 
means you have to respond to 
the preceding player’s move.) 

This game is_ essentially 
th ree<dimensional scrabble. 


One letter is played at a time | 


by each of two players on & 
honeycomb. board. 

The letters have a front and 
back, both of which show on 
opposite sides of the board. 
The word “and’’ is built 
horiazontally by player A and 
gets three points. His oppon- 
ent looks at “DNA” and is in 
trouble. This is a good game, 
difficult to explain but easy to 
learn onve you see it. 

From such heady stuff it is 
refreshing to descend ‘to the 
simplicities of presidential 
politics. Campaign (Campaign 
Game Co,) is played like 
Monopoly in that dice move 
you around a board. You pick 
up electoral votes, though, 
instead of money. 

Chance gets you elected, 
like in real life, and it doesn’t 
matter what you believe.. 
. also like in real life. 

You lose by drawing cards 
that reveal speculations and 
misplacea loyalties. Like in 
real life. 

SIMPLE GAME 

And after you get elected 
the game is over. Not like in 
real life. It is a simple game. 

It is, however, the most 
persuasive argument against 
the inequities. of the electoral 
college system that has been 
devised since Benjamin Har- 
rison won election with a 
minority of popular votes in 
1588. 

Diplomacy is a real game. 
In the space of minutes, 
armies cross frontiers, nations 
fall and treaties are broken.

magazine Moseva,: and a

As one might expect, refer- 
ences to political oppression, 
social hardships and the scar- 
city of goods have all been cut 
away, and a wildly comic 
scene in a Store that sells 
foreign luxuries in exchange 
for foreign currency has 
simply disappeared. 

More intriguing is the fact

| Long-Awaited Biography 
Comes Almost Too Late 


‘Beardsley, A by 


Biography ; 
Stanley Weintraub. Ambas- 


sador Books Ltd, 285 pp. $8.00,

‘In these days of autobi- 
ographies, memoirs, and lec- 
tires of reminiscence, it is 
astonishing that a full-length 
biography of that enfant terri- 
ble of the yellow nineties, 
Aubrey Beardsley, ‘should 
have been so long in making 
its appearance. Now, one 
feels, in this purple period of 
art nouveau, it is almost too 
late. Beardsley has been 
replaced by the Beardsley- 
esque. 

~The weakness of the modern 
imitation is unfortunately also 
the fault in Mr. Weintraub’s 
biegraphy. Too often the 
simple grotesque vision of evil 
(If I am not grotesque, I am 
nothing.”")" has been glossed 
over by a wealth of detail 
séducing the reader away 
from the subject into elabor- 
ate, ephemeral curlicues of 
naughtiness, 


Even Mr, Weintraub’s pen- 
chant for the periodic sen- 
tence leads to an ambiguity of 
design. 

So, we are given the details 
of Beardsley's brief life (he 
died at twenty-five), where he 
lived, what he wrote, a 
catalogue of most of his 
drawings, but little attempt is 
made to assess his ‘achieve- 
ment beyond a display of 
quotations from. the critics, 
(“Aubrey Beardsley is not a 
man of genius,” The Times 
pompously reported in 1896, 


‘but he is attacked as if he 


were,’’) 


Innumerable anecdotes are 
included about such under- 
world figures as the priestly 
poe. John Gray, his porno- 
graphic publisher Leonard 
Smithers, the gossiping 
designer Charles Conder; but 


‘Not g Genius 
But Attacked 
As If He Were’ 
ELLEN LEE EE ELE ER, 


passing references only are 
made to Beardsley's actress- 
sister Mabel, his closest 
friend_and_ confident. 

W. B. Yeats, who later was 
to write a cycle of poems on 
the dying actress and whose 
own autobiography sheds far 
more searching light on the 
shadowy Beardsley,” is’ left 
sniggering in a corner of 
Fountain Court with Arthur 
Symons, co-editor with 
Beardsley of one of the finest 
of the multitudinous little 
magazines, The Savoy. 

William Morris stalks past, 
as does Edward Burne-Jones, 


although both were significant 


early influences; James 
MeNeill Whistler is glanced at 
sideways. 

Inevitably, the gargantuan 
figure of Oscar Wilde towers 
over other incidents. 

But ‘again, although _ the 
young Beardsley first gained 
notoriety when he illustrated 
Wilde’s play Salome and two 
years later unjustly suffered 
ignominy at Oscar's downfall,

The second volume of Helen 
Wilson's: descriptions of her 
Nova Scotia childhood follows 
in the good old, and often 
weary tradition of regionalis- 
tic reminiscence. 

Since Miss Wilson is no 
Svetlana Alliluyeva, she will 
have to work’ hard indeed to 
win and keep an audience of

What follows: is qutite 
familiar_to those of us who 
have been chitiren—the varia-

Blueoser though I am, I 
was not moved to tears or 
ebullient laughter. Her actual 
material has potential life: a 
batty, bossy Aunt Bat, fruit- 


less treasure hunts, Calvinis- 
tic backgrounds, a_ strange 
female hermit-witch, admira- 
tion for giants, fear of gyp- 
sies, and occasional mortifica- 
tions concerning poverty. 


The children who emerge 
are. perfectly normal—active, 
romantic, idealistic; their 
parents too—wise, firm, self- 
less, hard-working,’ but natu- 
rally, warm-hearted. The 
problem? Too recollected, too 
recreated, too distant. -The 
adult ‘ruins the child's work. 

It's the child-we seek to 
love and know, ‘not the adult. 
The child is obscured, sub- 


merged. 

We look in vain for a 
Huckleberry or an Alice. 
Their ‘‘fictional’’ world is 


more real than hers. Miss 
Wilson neither lets us know 
herself as adult or child, but 
hints’ that the child is worth 
knowing, remembering. 
‘‘Hellie’ (wee Helen) never 
comes alive, nor does ‘Bar- 
rett's Landing.” We're ‘in a: 
land of ‘‘in-betweens,"” wishing 
a creation of life but receiving 
only “once upon a time."’ 


Mr. Weintraub never. really 
comes to grips - with the 
sociological implications of 
the public’s. reaction in chain- 
ing the fates of two such 
unlikely partners. (Even as 
recently as 1966, while the 
Victoria and Albert Museum 
was celebrating Beardsley’s 
work «with a comprehensive 
three-and-a-half room display 
— the half-room open only to 
“serious students of the ‘artist 
— Scotland Yard detectives 
seized Beardsley reproduc- 
tions from a Regent Street 
shop, invoking the Obscene 
Publications Act.) But 
although Wilde and Beardsley 
were ‘shocking’ in their 
approach to the public, dan- 
dies in their dress, and 
strongly influenced by the 
eighteenth century manner 
and the fin de siecle mood, 
they feared and distrusted 
each oither while at the same 
time acknowledging each 


- other's. genius. 


Yet~in many ways Wilde 
was Beardsley’s most percep- 
tive critic. Of the Salome 
drawings he complained, 
“They are like the naughty 
scribbles a precocious boy 
makes on the margins of his 
copybooks."" For Beardsley, 
though a genius, was a 
precocious youngster with a 
vivid imagination, whose 
work, as his biographer accu- 
rately points out, is derived 
mainly from his impressively 
wide reading. 

Beardsley’s enthusiasms 
were always affected rather 
than experienced; his gestures 
carefully exaggerated and 
hopefully noticeable. 

Yet for all his immaturity, 
and here Mr. Weintraub dab- 
bles somewhat inexpertly in 
ps ychoanalysis, © Beardsley's 
sense of a vision of evil, his 
awareness of the grotesquerie 
of the world, expressed not 
merely the distorted gaiety of 
the advanced tubercular, but 
the ironic insight of Thomas 
Hardy. They belong in the 
same universe. 


Mr. Weintraub 
searched widely . for his 
Beardsley material and 
although the documentation is 
incomplete he is able to direct 
the reader to many relatively 
unfamiliar items and letters. 

It is a _ pity that the 
illustrations he chose are the 
common ones; why could we 
not have, for example, an 
early Dickensian menu card, 
or an example of the Lysis- 
trata illustrations? 

Yet, even from the selec- 
tions reproduced, it is evident 
that here we must- still seek 
the true portrait of Beardsley 
—in his works in his writings, 
in the sensitive sketch by 
Rothenstein.

This is British Columbia history as it should be 
presented, accurate, well documented. and expressed 
clearly in a smoth but vigorous style. ‘ 

This book is the Centennial project of a group 
of. former students of Victoria College and the 


University of Victoria. 


The contributors deserve to be congratulated 
on the excellence of their work. 

Congratulations should also go to the staff 
‘members of the Department of History of the 
University for their part in encouraging methods 
of scholarly research as well as lasting interest in 
the history of British. Columbia. 


“The entry of British Columbia into Confed- 
eration was a typical Canadian phenomenon. It 
was a decision justified on pragmatic, not ideolog- 
ical, grounds but at the same time, loyalty to a set 
of -values loomed larger than mere economic 


advantage.” 


These two sentences from the Introduction indi- 
cate the subject matter of the eight chapters, each 
dealing with a particular aspect of the Confedera- 


tion problem. 


Opening with an_ interesting and detailed

articles cover’ the economic situation in British 
Columbia following the decline of gold production, 
study the chief advocates and opponents of union 
with Canada and end with a very careful and 
valuable picture of the debates and negotiations 
resulting in accéptance by the Canadian Parliament 
of the terms upon which British Columbia was 
willing to enter Confederation. 


The documentation is excellent and at the same 
time unobtrusive, with clear and’ precise footnotes 
showing the impressive, amount of research behind

Its events reflect the situa- 
tion in post-revolutionary Rus- 
sia, and the Master’s fortunes - 
parallel those of Bulgakov 
himself who Was so much the 
victim of Stalinist terror that 
by his death in 1940 he had 
become a non-person, 


Yet Bulgakov's achievement 
is much more universal. than 
this, 

“Through his fable he speaks 
out for the integrity of the . 
individual who’ refuses to give 
up even when the act of 
remembering and continuing 
to think is in itself painful. 
Loyalty, love and compassion 
finally triumph over stupidity 
and greed. 

Although it was ‘begun in 
1929, the book's bitter comedy 
is ‘surprisingly in tune with 
the contemporary world.

In checking out the report that 
Communist troops who mounted 
a@ suicide attack on Ist Infantry 
positions Dec. 10 were carrying 
packets of heroin, division offi- 
cers found that the packets did 
not contain heroin or any drugs 
of that nature. 


A division spokesman said the 
small packets of white powder 
found on some of the dead 
contained potasium, p¢ rm a n- 
ganate, ‘a disinfectant and 
fungicide; copper sulphate, also 
a. fungicide; calcium. hydrate, 
used as a water purifier; 
antibiotics, and ordinary soap. 


Air Strikes 
Blast Hanoi 
Rail Links 


SAIGON (AP) — U.S. planes 
bombed North Vietriam’s heart- 
land for the third straight day 
today, taking advantage of an 
unseasonable break in the 
weather to pound the Hanoi and 
Haiphong bridges and rail cen- 
tres. vital to the movement of 
supplies southward. 

The air war erupted in full 
fry Thursday after a month- 
long lull forced by bad weather. 
Initial reports of today’s raids 
were sketchy but headquarters 
said they were again directed at 
the rail lines running from 
China to the Hanoi-Haiphong 
area and south. 

U.S. pilots mounted 119 mis- 
sions Friday, the highest total 
since late October. Today’s 
raids were believed equally 
heavy. 

Priority targets have been the 
Hanoi and Haiphong bridges. 
The U.S. command said that 
raids Friday dropped the centre 
span of Haiphong’s main high- 
way bridge and pilots put at 
least one. 3,000-pound bomb« di- 
rectly on the Kien an Rail 
bridge on Haiphong’s southern 
outskirts. Also hit was the vital 
Canal des Rapides Bridge just 
above Hanoi. 

Those, along with Hanoi's big 
Doumer Bridge, bombed. Thurs- 
day, probably are the four most 
important bridges in North Viet- 
nam, 


SUPPORT BOMBING RUNS 


To counter formidable anti- 
aircraft and surface-to-aid mis- 
sile defence systems in the}; 
Hanoi and Haiphong areas, 
extra planes went along Friday 
to attack anti-aircraft sites and 
duel MiG interceptors. No MiGs 
were reported downed Friday 
but one was claimed Thursday. 

The Communists claimed they 
shot down a total of seven 
American planes Thursday and 
Friday. The U.S. command has} 
acknowledged only the loss | 
Thursday of a F-105 Thunder- 
chief which went down in raids 
on Hanoi. 

The Americans attacked the| 
belt of missile defence below 
Hanoi and Haiphong. One mis- 
sile exploded on the ground and 
eight sites were bombed.

On the Bong Son coastal 
plains 325 miles northeast of 
Saigon, U.S. and South Viet- 
namese infantrymen said Fri- 
day they killed 47 North, Viet- 
namese regulars and that the 
fight was still going on.

Sharp Drop 
In Hunting 
Fatalities 


By THE CANADIAN PRESS 

Canadian woods were safer 
for hunters this year than in 
1966, with Alberta the only prov- 
ince reporting an increased toll 
as the national count of hunting 
fatalities dropped to 45 from 79. 

A CrossCanada Survey by 
The Canadian Press up to De- 
cember showed the improve- 
ment. 

While Alberta, free of hunting 
deaths in 1966, reported four 
deaths this year, two other 
provinces reported no deaths in 
the woods. Prince Edward Is- 
land had an uhmarred season 
for the second year while Mani- 
toba’s toll was cut to nothing 
from four a -year earlier. 


On Dec. 12, 1964, such an 
election was held in Victoria. 
There were 20,245 voters on 
the list that year but only 
3,657voted—or 18.61 per cent 
of the eligible voters. 

To find a higher percentage 
vote in a non-mayoralty year 
you have to go back to 1954 
when on Dec. 9 some 35.63 per 
cent of the 20,434 eligible 
votes were cast by 7,280 
voters. A little more than 3 
per cent higher than this year

What’s the best way to 
condition Junior for sex edu- 
cation in grammar school? 

Give him love and warmth 
during his cradle days, says 
the experts—and be sure he 
gets: the proper mother-father 
image. © ; 

It’s all a matter of helping 
a child adjust intelligently to 
his sexuality, says one Wash- 
ington psychologist who has 
actively promoted the drive to 
introduce formal sex educa- 
tion into U.S. classrooms. 

Patricia Schiller, head of 
the newly-formed American 
| Sex Education Association and 
director of a government- 
supported program to train 
counsellors in sex education, | 
says a child’s sexual outlook 
can be determined from the 
time of birth. 

“Parents need to help smail 
children avoid confusien,”’ she 
says. “A child needs warmth 
and love from both parents 
| from the moment he is born. 

“He . should. see,’ for ex- 
ample, that his mother takes ' 
pride in being a woman. And 
there has to be a good maie 
image who will make a boy 
see for. himself that he is 
somebody important. 

If the mother downgrades 
the father, or vice-versa, very 

young children can become 
| unsure of their “sexual 
| identity.’’ 

This kind of. psychological 
| indoctrination is a major part 
| of sex education now being 
| taught in a growing number 
of. U.S. schools. The increase 
reflects .a mounting concern 
over soaring venereal disease 
rates and illegitimate births 
among teen-agers.

Kennedy ordered a 
supply of 5c and 19¢ stamps for 
the colony of Vancouver Island 
in Jan. 1865 from De la Rue and 
Co. it was the intention that 
they should all be perforated, so

He said that once the 
housing is! built and in opera- _ 
tion, there may be considera- 
tion given to the idea of 
allowing tenants to ‘buy the 
homes they remt if their 
circumstances changed. . 

(Mr, Campbell, as minister 
of social welfare, recently 
revealed a study is under way 
aimed at devising a method 
which would enable persons 
on social welfare to use their 
rent allowance and the B.C. 
home. acquisition grant to 
purchase the houses they 
rent.) 

Mr. Campbell said the 
members of the new housing 
commission would be ap- 
pointed before the end of this 
year.

Breakthrough 


The test tube birth of a 
material exhibiting some of 
the qualities of life, announced 
by American bioch emists 
Thursday, was described as 
“a wonderful breakthrough” 
today by the head of Uvic’s 
biology department. 

But Dr. W. Gordon Fields 
displayed. the same reserva- 
tion about calling it the birth 
of life as did the researchers 
who created the active virus. 

“It's a wonderful break- 
through in being able to 
synthesize a pattern of 
molecules capable of choosing 
appropriate smaller molecules 
from its environment: and 
resynthesize them to the same 
pattern as its own form,” he 
said. 

People generally think of 
viruses as being alive but they 
have the characteristics of 
non-living chemicals too. They 
can be crystallized and in this 
condition are as inert and non- 
living ‘“‘as a cube of sugar.”

For 
example, several operators of 
medium-sized dairy farms on 
Vancouver Island, have a net 
family income of $3,491 or 
about $290 a month. 

The family incomes of large 
and. up-to-date island dairy 
farms is $25,700 a year. 

According to economists, the 
former group could improve 
their lot with better business 
management and more money 
to expand their farms and 
take advantage of technologi- 
cal advances.

As Jim Hall, B.C. agricul- 
tural economist put it: 
“Major forms of adjustment 
are nearly always costly and 
with /few exceptions made the 
incréased use of credit 
inevitable." 

One of the problems facing 
the farmer is trying to pay 
for additional land and new 
tools of production at the 
same time. 

This has led experts to the 
conclusion that in most. cases 
it would be far better for a 
farmer to lease or rent land 
than to expand their farms. 
This would permit him to 
concentrate on keeping his 
operations up to date. 


Tenants 


They believe that most 
farmers of the future will be 
tenant farmers, like they are 
in Britain and Europe. Farm 
units will ‘be larger and 
largely computer - controlled. 

“The fact is that today 
farming is not a way of life 
but a way to make a living,’”’ 
said Richard Stock, manager 
of the B.C. Federation _ of 
Agriculture, ‘There is a good 
living in farming, but you have 
to run it like a business—like 
any other business.” 

“He bas to keep up with the 
times or he is sure to be 


farming today. 

One agronomist défined a 
farmer today as a man who 
must be an engineer enough 
to run $70,000 worth of 
machinery, a blacksmith and 
welder enough to fix it. 


Economist 


He must also be an econo- 
mist enough to know when to 
buy and when ft sell, a 
bookkeeper enough to spot the _ 
weak points in his operation; 
a veterinarian, a plant 
pathologist, and expert on 
insecticides and pesticides and 
a chemist to determine his 
soil fertility. 

Most experts agree that 
governments will need the 
wisdom of Solomon to enact 
new farm policies, especially 
with regard to farm credit 
and other areas of farm 
financing. 

That is the farmer of the 
future, in the mext decade or 
two, will be selected to run a 
farm. 

For example, a young man 
who wants to go into farming, 
will have to have the neces- 
sary qualifications before 
loans and credit are given to 
him « 

But he will be much better 
off than many growers of 
today. 

He may earn eas much as 
$25,000 a year on a lease farm 
and enjoy the same amenities 
as. a well-to-do businessman.

When Victoria O’Keefes trot out to Macdonald Park for 
Sunday’s Pacific Coast Soccer League engagement with 
Vancouver Firefighters, Russ Ball and Dune McCaig will be 
among the missing. 

After six years of service to the Victoria team, there was 
no shame when they transferred to District League entries. On 
the contrary, they showed a spirit not found in bigger men by 
being the first to come forward and, in effect, volunteer for 
demotion. 

Several players had suggested to manager Frank Grealy, at 
a team meeting last week, that the threat of substitution might 
be a reason behind O’Keefes’ inconsistent play this season. 
Because of a strong bench—often six and seven players— 
personne! on the field went at their duties in-an uneasy fashion, 
There was undue hesitancy and some frankly admitted they 
were “afraid to make a mistake." 


* * * 


Because of the fear of being replaced, players shied from 
their-normal styles and traits. 
Substitution was one of Grealy’s trademarks last season, 
and it produced a first-place finish for O’Keefes. 
But this trip on the merry-go-round isn’t producing the 
same, happy ride.

“The trouble started 
today,” Barnard said. .“‘Mr. 
Washkansky did not feel well. 
His white cell blood count went 
up. He complained of pains in : 
his chest and coughed up 
sputum."’ 

“This is an example of what 
great value it is to have a team 
like ours in attendance,” Bar- 
hard -said, ‘‘As soon. as he 

up sputum, we knew 
five minutes later what organ- 
ism was beihg attacked.” 

An increase in. white blood 
cel activity usually is an early 
sign of possible: rejection of a | 
foreign body, such as that of a 
new heart, by the human 
system. 

Dr. Barnard said Washkansky 
was getting penicillin at a rate 
of 20 million units a day, all 
intravenously. 

Barnard said the pneumonia 
was of the pneumococcal type. 

But he said, “I think we can 
get this infection under control 
in 24 hours. We have been on 
the lookout for infection, It is a 
constant danger,’” 

“It will be interesting to see if 
a transplant patient who has 
diabetes and who is on immuno- 
suppressive drugs will be able 
to fight’ off pneumonia,” the 
Sunday Express quoted Barnard 
as saying. 

Barnard said it was fortunate 
the pneumococcal form of pneu- 
monia could be treated with 
penicillin.
